The ‘gsc report on U.S.- 
Canadian relations prepared by 
two former ambassadors would 
‘put’ this country in.a straitjacket 
if its recommendations were fol- 
lowed by the government. 


Prime Minister Pearson has 
carefully said there is nothing 
in the report which he disagrees 
with, “in principle.’ And in 
Washington, President Johnson 
has hailed it as ‘‘contributing to 
still better relations between the 
U.S. and Canada.” 


The 32-page statement, enti- 
tled Canada and the United 
States, Principles for Partner- 
ship, was put together in 18 
months of study by Arnold 
Heeney for Canada and Living- 
ston Merchant for the U.S. 


Heeney, a dedicated career 
diplomat, was this country’s 
ambassador to Washington dur- 
ing the Eisenhower and Kenne- 
dy administrations. He is now 
chairman of the Canadian sec- 
tion of the most important ap- 
paratus for U.S.-Canadian rela- 
tions, the International Joint 
Commission. 


- Merchant, U.S. ambassador to 
Canada in the mid-fifties and 
again in 1961-62, has just been 
named executive director at the 
World Bank in Washngton. 


_ Both men are obviously com- 
mitted to the “quiet diplomacy” 
school of thought. While they 
eoncede that Canada has the 
right to speak out in public on 
matters directly affecting its 
welfare, they add that we 
should avoid “public disagree- 
ment” in areas where Canada 
does not have ‘‘special interests 


or obligations.” 
This means that while 
it’s all for this country to 


speak out publicly on continen- 
tal water resources. or trade’ 
; we should shut up 
when it comes, to the vital inter- 
‘pational questions of war or 
aor 
The question is being asked 
how Mr.-Heeney could bring 
himself to sign a document that, 
if followed by this country, 
would stifle all public criticism 
by your leaders, however mild, 
of U.S. foreig policies.

A Muzzle For Canada? 


It is surprising, in a sense, 
that the U.S. member of the 


team would have gone to such 
gréat length to lay down his 
edict. It may be that Canadian 
comments on American actions 
have been more telling than we 
realize. 


There is every likelihood that 
the two governments will follow 
the recommendation that a joint 
committee of deputies be estab- 
lished to assist the present Can- 
ada-U.S. cabinet committee on 
trade and economic affairs. 


We can expect heavy pressure 
by the Opposition in Parliament 
to resist any attempt to muzzle 
Canadian leadership. While Mr. 
Pearson. generally follows the 
U.S. lead, even he would blanch 
at committing himself publicly 
to the Heeney-Merchant dec- 
laration. 


In other areas, the new report 
makes more sense. It recom- 
mends that we forget about the 
international boundary as far as 
water resources are concerned, 
and mutually develop new pow- 
er facilities to the common ben- 
efit of both countries. 


A new pattern of continental 
air travel, which would give Air 
Canada _ additional landing 
rights in the U.S. is suggested. 
The report also recognizes the 
unfairness of attempts to apply 
U.S. laws on “trading with the 
enemy” (i.e. Communist coun- 
tries) to Canadian subsidiaries 
of American firms. 


The studies by the two ambas- 
sadors once again points up the 
old Canadian dilemma of how to 
maintain our economic health 


and our national integrity at the 


same time. 


To be fully independent of the 
U.S., Canada would suffer eco- 
nomically. To have any real in- 
fluence. on Washington, we'd 
have to be American citizens so 
thar we could vote in U.S. elec- 
tions. 

Rejecting both alternatives, 
we shall have to continue our 
present semi-satellite status, 
being on guard against further 
intrusions on our national exist- 
ence.

Every 
time 1 make them thsy turn a 
dark color. | don’t know what I 
do wrong as I have tried so 
many recipes and am always 
disappointed.

There are two. areas in which 
the culprit might be lurking. Are 
you using WHITE vinegar only 
This is important. Malt or cider 
vinegar is out, 
The other possibility lies in 


the use of the spices. Chopped 
up ones allowed to remain in 


with the eggs could cause them. 
to turn dark. Use whole spices 
only, andeplace them in a cotton 
or double cheesecloth bag. Let 
the bagful of spices remain in 
with the vinegar while it boils, 
but then remove them entirely. 
This way,-you still maintain a 
fine “pickled” flavor without 
having the spices affect the col- 
Or of the eggs. 

Now, I hope you can write and 
tell us that you are able to say 
to your friends and neighbors, 
“MY pickled eggs are whiter 
than YOURS!”

DEAR SUSANNA: The most 
expensive part about preparing 
a tempting dish of rhubarb for 
the table is the quantity of sug- 
ar required. Many of us even 
have a rhubarb patch right in 
our own gardens which yields 
plenty of fruit for our neighbors 
and ourselves — but then there 
always comes the problem of 
that large amount of sugar we 
must add before we can plunk 
down a delicious tasting pie in 
front of our’ families. 

This is where my hint comes 
in! In order to use only about 
half the quantity of sugar you 
ordinarily would in preparing 
rhubarb, SOAK IT FOR TWO 
OR THREE HOURS IN COLD

He could give no details on how 
the pelletized cobalt, stored in drums 
weighing from ‘1,200 co 1,800 lbs.,

,and Refining Company and had been 
in storage since 1958 and 1959. 

In the charge against Moldaver 
and Regan, the theft is alleged to 
have occurred between Sept. 1, 1963, 
and March 30, 1965.

Few residents knew the warehouse 
contained slightly more than $700,- 
000 worth of cobalt. ‘Taey believed 
buildings had been stripped with the 
smelter closed four years earlier. 

Deloro Smelting was held respon- 
isible by the Dominion government 
for loss of the metal. In a statement 
lin the House of Commons, May 10, 
\Industry and Defence Production 
| Minister Cc. M. Drury said the com- 
pany sent the government quarterly 
inventory reports on the cobalt and 
that on April 1, 1965, none was re- 
portéd missing.

For the first time in over six 
years, registered Shetland and Welsh 
ponies were offered at auction. The 
Canadian Pony Society, a non-profit 
organization with: a membership 
amounting to some 400 scattered 
from one end of Canada to the other, 
has the lofty ambition of improving 
the strain of these miniature horses. 
With this in mind, a committee com- 


‘|posed of members of the directorate 


have screened the animals offered 
for sale and have selected thirty-five 
that were offered to the public. 

On the evening of July 21, in the 


|Thorobred Society Sales Pavilion at 


Toronto, breeders bid for the 
animals they thought would do the 
most to improve their stock. 

When I read the press release for 
this sale I was reminded of the days 
when ponies of these two breeds were 
shipped by the boat load to this 
country. They were transferred from 
boat to raihway freight cars and 
arrived at destinations many hun- 
dreds of miles from the port of their 
landing. 

Remember the story of the ship- 
wreck off the shoals of Sable Island, 
when ponies swam to shore, sur- 
viving in sufficient number to breed 
in large troops? In the process they 
have degenerated into wild shaggy 
creatures of little use to man and not 
worth the rescue. Not so many years 
ago, a suggestion was made that they 
should be slaughtered and used for 
canned ddég food. Though this sounds 
almost barbaric it meant as a 
humanitarian undertaking, for there 
is little on Sable Island on which 
such a huge number of ponies can 
subsist. Sea grass and sand is a 
slim diet. The sand has splayed their 
hooves and, though they were 
originally a small breed, they are 
:now spoken of as “runts.” There was 
such an uproar against the proposal 
from the public that it was aban- 
doned. The ponies still breed and 
roam the island. 

Welsh ponies have been maintained 
since: early Saxon times and the 
graph of pony breed popularity has 
had. many ups and downs. No so long 
ago, at the turn of the century, one 
of the status symbols of the era was 
a Shetland pony: in every stable to 
draw a Governess cart for the trans- 
portation of the children of. \the 
family. Demand for cheap saddle 
ponies grew so fast the breeds de- 
generated into “scrub” animals. 

After the formation of the Cana- 
dian Pony Society in 1901 the addi- 
tion of registered stock in their

_ With the world’s population 
now more than three billion, 
and increasing so rapidly that 


oN this figure will double in the 


“next 35 years, a reversal of 
these trends would be the great- 
est news of our lifetimes. 


And indeed, such a reversal, 
still yet barely noticeable, ap- 
pears to be now in the making. 

The past year has seen a 
near-revolution in general ac- 

_ceptance of the need for birth 
control around the world. 

The birth rate in the United 
States and Canada already has 
dropped and recent studies have 

_ confirmed that in even Roman : 
Catholic Quebec, the day of the 
large family has passed. 

The birth control revolution is 
now being won on the political 
and religious fronts. all around 
the world. It has already been 
won_on the private, family front 
in North America where the 
vast proportion of the popula- 
tion, including Catholics, prac- 
tise family planning aided by 
birth control devices. 

Although the Roman Catholic 
church has not yet softened its 
opposition to birth control 
among its own people, a subtle 
but vastly.-significant change 
has already occurred in the atti- 

— of leading Catholic pre- 


While Catholics have pre- 
viously been opposed to any dis- 
semination of birth control in- 
formation, even to non-Catho- 
7 ig now carefully 
wolfing elferts to impose its 
strictares on other faiths. 

When the U.S. Supreme Court 
struck down Connecticutt's anti- 
birth control law, Cardinal 
Cushing of Boston announced - 
that he would not oppose repeal 
of a similar law in Massachu- 
setts. “J will make no effort ‘to 
impose my opinion on others,” 
he said. .

It is this spirit which has ena- 
bled the U.S. to initiate birth 
control aid abroad without run- 
ning into political dangers at 
home. 


In becoming the first U.S. 
‘president to publicly support 
birth control, President Johnson 
recently urged Congress: “Let 
us act on the fact that less than 
$5 invested in population control 
is worth $100 invested in eco- 
nomic growth.” 


The world’s most crucial pop- 
ulation problems are in Latin 
America and Asia. In Catholic 
Latin America — where the 
population rose 11 per cent. 
while production increased only 
four per cent. in the past decade 
— mobile birth contro] units are 
roving through native villages. 


In India, the government has 
undertaken a campaign to bring 
the birth rate down from its 
current level of 40 per thousand 
to 25 per thousand, comparable 
to the Canadian rate. 


The oral contraceptive pill 
(developed by a Catholic physi- 
cian) is the main factor in the 
increased acceptance of birth 
control, although India is put- 
ting its hopes on the IUD (intra- 
uterine device) which is even 
simpler, cheaper and more reli- 
able. China, too, has embarked 
on a birth control program. 


There is now hope that world 
population in this century may 
level off at around five billion 
and that. it may thereafter be 
kept within tolerable limits.
